Intelligence, before the American Society of Newspaper 
Editors, April 15, 1976 


In a recent policy statement, I said that it is 
the Central Intelligence Agency's policy not to divulge 
the names of cooperating Americans. In this regard, CIA 
will not make public, now or in the future, the names of 
any cooperating journalists. 

Certainly you, as American Newspaper Editors, know 
better than almost any group the importance of protecting 
sources of information. R^v^nling your- vim ^*h

I was in Washington on March 17th and 18th and tried 
to get in touch with you by phone and neither you nor Jenifer 
were available.
